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Edmonton mourns murder victims 



‘You can’t bring back 
time.’ Friends, family 
gather to say goodbye 
to the victims of city’s 
worst mass killing

Six pale wooden caskets sat 
at the front of a funeral home 
chapel Tuesday, each topped 
with a framed picture of a smil¬ 
ing face — victims in Edmon¬ 
ton’s worst mass murder. 

More than 100 friends, 
family and members of the 
Vietnamese community slowly 
filled the Howard & McBride 
Chapel of Chimes Funeral 
Home to honour Thuy Tien 
Truong, Elvis Lam, Thanh Ha 
Thi Truong, Valentina Nguyen, 
Thi Dau Le and Van Dan 
Truong, who were shot and 
killed on Dec. 29 by Phu Lam. 

Family friend Neo Tran said 
it was a veiy sad day for eveiy- 
one. After working with Thuy 
Tien Truong for the last 10 
years, he said it’s still unbeliev¬ 
able that he would be attending 
her funeral. 

“In our company we called 
(Truong) ‘mama’ because ... 


she’s really nice, always mak¬ 
ing coffee and food for people. 
That’s the kind of people they 
are,” he said. 

Tran said his family knew 
Truong and her mother, Thi 
Dau Le, when they lived in Viet¬ 
nam, before they immigrated 
to Canada. 


“My mom knows them 
because we used to live in the 
same neighbourhood,” he said. 
“It’s been really hard for my 
mom, that’s why she didn’t 
come today.” 

Along with those who knew 
the victim, other members 
of the community attended 


Tuesday’s service to show their 
support. 

Cuong Cao said the murders 
affected the entire commun¬ 
ity, even those, like him, who 
didn’t know the victims. 

“It’s a horrible stoiy,” he 
said. 

For Tran, treasuring the 


happy moments shared with 
his friends when they’re gone is 
what they would have wanted. 

“I guess, tragically, life is like 
that. You can’t bring back time. 
You can just hope that eveiy- 
thing is good for the future and 
that’s what mama wants — she 
doesn’t want us to be sad.” 


Domestic abuse 


Policeseeing 
moreviolent 
abuse cases 

Edmonton police are seeing 
more violent domestic 
abuse cases, even though 
the number of incidents has 
remained consistent over 
the last three years. 

On the heels of the city’s 
worst mass murder, one 
that stemmed from do¬ 
mestic violence, police are 
urging anyone in an abusive 
situation to come forward. 

Police say it’s unclear 
why the level of violence is 
getting more severe. 

“I have a theoiy,” EPS 
Domestic Offender Crimes 
Section Staff Sgt. Sean 
Armstrong said. “There may 
be some reluctance of vic¬ 
tims of domestic violence 
to come forward or don’t 
know where to go to get 
help or support, so they al¬ 
low things to grow and get 
worse and that’s when they 
have no choice and they 
have to come to police.”

Ethia boss clears 
Dirks‘reluctantly' 

Education Minister Gordon 
Dirks’ approval of modular 
classrooms for a school in 
his constituency while run¬ 
ning in a byelection last 
fall appears to have been 
done for “purely political 
reasons” but didn’t violate 
the letter of the law, ac¬ 
cording to Alberta’s Ethics 
Commissioner. 

In a strongly worded 
report published Tuesday, 
commissioner Marguerite 
Trussler said she “reluc¬ 
tantly” concluded that 
Dirks’ actions didn’t 
violate the Conflicts of 
Interests Act. 

“However, having 
found that Minister Dirks 
did not violate the letter of 
the Act does not mean that 
his actions with respect 
to modular classrooms at 
William Reid School were 
appropriate,” Trussler 
wrote. 

Three ethics complaints 
were filed against Dirks in 
October, based in part on 
a Metro article quoting his 
campaign manager Alan 
Hallman, who defended 
the then-unelected minis¬ 
ter’s decision to green-light 
the modulars at Wil¬ 
liam Reid ahead of other 
schools that ranked higher 
on a Calgaiy Board of 
Education priority list for 
additional classroom space. 

“The minister, he’s 
going to look after Calgaiy- 
Elbow, (and) made a 
stand,” Hallman said on 
Oct. 24, a comment the 
ethics commissioner cited 
in her report. 

Alberta NDP leader 
Rachel Notley, who 
filed one of the initial 
complaints last fall, said 
Tuesday the report shows 
how weak Alberta’s ethics 
law actually is.

MLA. Blakeman says progressive merger won’t happen 



While MLAs on the right 
seemed to come together be¬ 
fore Christmas, MLA Laurie 
Blakeman said it’s unlikely 
you’ll see the same thing on 
the left. 

“I’ve tried for years and 
there’s no budging. Each 
party has a core of support¬ 
ers that believe their party is 
the best, the one and only,” 
the veteran Liberal MLA post¬ 
ed online. 


Blakeman was unavail¬ 
able for an interview, but in 
the post, she said she has 
often questioned why the 
parties don’t work closer 
together. 

“I think sometimes we 
spend more effort fighting 
each other than the PCs or 
Wildrose,” she wrote. 

She encouraged people 
to get involved in politics if 
they want to see this kind of 


change. 

“I fear for even the few 
progressive MLAs we have 
now, so don’t wait for some¬ 
one else to fix this,” she said. 

NDP leader Rachel Notley 
and Liberal leader Raj Sher¬ 
man have both ruled out a 
merger, but Alberta Party 
leader Greg Clark said he 
would listen to his party’s 
membership.

High Level to get 
new light programs

The High Level Bridge will soon 
be awash in more than just Oil¬ 
ers’ colours or charity events, as 
the Edmonton Arts Council is 
looking to create 10 new light¬ 
ing programs. 

The arts council has put out 
a $30,000 call for proposals for 
an artist or group of artists to 
create new lighting designs, in¬ 
cluding a “dynamic” program 
that will be unveiled on July 1. 

The council’s public art dir¬ 
ector Katherine Kerr said now 
that the city bridge has lights,

it’s time to see what artists can 
do with it. 

“It’s just like a piano and the 
artist will play the keys,” she 
said. “We’re really excited to 
see how it will evolve.” 

The public call is asking 
for nine programs that can be 
played throughout the year and 
one program for Canada Day 


or any other time the bridge is 
closed. 

When the bridge is open, 
the city aims to keep the colour 
changes slower, so as to not dis¬ 
tract drivers, but Kerr said the 
program for Canada Day can 
be more dynamic. “You can 
do a lot more with the lights. 
You can change them faster, so 


there can be more energy,” she 
said. While the artists are being 
given wide latitude, the call for 
proposals notes there won’t be 
any words or characters. 

“Written messages and bill¬ 
board-type figurative art are not 
permitted for this program,” 
the proposal states.

So many of my most cher¬ 
ished friendships and mem¬ 
ories stem from my time in 
this role,” he wrote.

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Bride can keep in-laws’ dowry 
after split from groom, judge says 


Court battle. Groom’s 
family gave his bride 
half-ownership of a 
$i-million Ottawa home, 
now source of a dispute 

She was a beautiful, young ex¬ 
change student from Iran. He 
was a handsome, well-spoken 
Canadian from a well-heeled 
Iranian family in Ottawa. 

They met in calculus class 
at Carleton University, fell in 
love and just over a year later, 
the two 20-somethings got 
hitched in a lavish ceremony 
in Toronto attended by both 
their families. 

In keeping with Iranian 
tradition, the groom’s family 
gave the bride a generous gift 
— half ownership of a $l-mil- 
lion Ottawa home — a “dowry” 
that is the source of a bitter dis¬ 
pute between the now-separat¬ 
ed couple and their families. 

Last week, an Ottawa judge 


dismissed the husband’s 
family’s claims for an order 
that the bride, 23-year-old Sha- 
kiba Banifatemi, transfer her 
portion of the property back to 
her ex’s parents. 

The judge also dismissed 
claims for orders that she reim¬ 
burse them for the cost of the 
wedding — around $50,000, 
the groom’s mother says — 
and return any wedding gifts 
she received. 

According to the judge’s 
ruling documents, the Ab- 
dollahpours alleged Bani¬ 
fatemi “acted fraudulently by 
tricking” them into gifting her 
partial ownership of the home 
and having their son sponsor 
her for permanent residency. 

They also alleged Bani- 
fatemi’s Iran-based father 
told them all gifts would be 
returned if Banifatemi “left 
the marriage or acted inappro¬ 
priately” toward the groom, 
26-year-old Ahmad Reza Ab- 
dollahpour. 

Justice Robert Smith found 


that the evidence did not sup¬ 
port the allegations. 

“The gift was made without 
any expectation of remunera¬ 
tion but with the expectation 
that Shakiba would marry Ah¬ 
mad, which occurred,” Smith 
said in his reasons for judg¬ 
ment. “The parties entered 
into a valid marriage, which 
was consummated, and they 
lived together as man and wife 
for approximately one year 
and a half.” 

The documents also state 
that Banifatemi’s father filed 
an affidavit denying making a 
promise to return gifts if his 
daughter left the marriage. 

“Sometimes things don’t 
work out, unfortunately, but 
you can’t go back a year and 
half or two years later and al¬ 
lege that there was fraudulent 
intent,” said Banifatemi’s law¬ 
yer, Kevin Kavanagh. 

The family is unsure if 
they’ll appeal the judge’s deci¬ 
sion, they told Torstar.

Dalhousie rejects request to name accused students 


Dalhousie University has re¬ 
jected a request from the li¬ 
censing body that governs 
Ontario’s dentists to hand over 
the names of 13 dental students 
accused of posting sexually vio¬ 
lent comments about women 
on a private Faceboolc page. 


University spokesman Brian 
Leadbetter says the university 
in Halifax has an obligation to 
protect the privacy of its stu¬ 
dents. 

Irwin Fefergrad, registrar of 
the Royal College of Dental Sur¬ 
geons of Ontario, said Monday 


the governing body wanted the 
names to make sure that if any 
of the students involved apply 
for licences in the province 
they would face questions from 
the college. 

Fefergrad said if the names 
are withheld, the college would 


have to ask eveiy Dalhousie 
graduate seeking a licence if 
they had been the subject of a 
complaint or an inquiiy at the 
university. 

University president Richard 
Florizone announced Monday 
that the school had suspended 


the clinical privileges of the 13 
students. 

According to the CBC, mem¬ 
bers of the Class of DDS Gentle¬ 
men page on Faceboolc voted 
on which woman they’d like 
to have “hate” sex with and 
joked about using chloroform 


on women. In another post, 
a woman is shown in a bikini 
with a caption that says, “Bang 
until stress is relieved or uncon¬ 
scious (girl).” 

The Faceboolc page has 
since been taken down.

A gunman opened fire at a vet¬ 
erans’ medical clinic in West 
Texas on Tuesday, killing one 
other person, officials said. 
The gunman was also killed. 

Investigators did not say 
whether the gunman killed 
himself or was killed by some¬ 
one else. They also did not pro¬ 
vide any details on the victim 
or the gunman or provide a 
possible motive for the shoot¬ 
ing.

Three questioned 
in police shooting 

Three suspects were being 
questioned Tuesday about 
the shootings of two New 
York City plainclothes police 
officers responding to a gro- 
ceiy store robbeiy, author¬ 
ities said.

Marathon bombing. 

More than 400 
potential jurors got 
their first look at the 
man charged with 
plotting attack 


As prospective jurors got their 
first look at Dzhokhar Tsar¬ 
naev, the young man accused 
of bombing the renowned 
Boston Marathon, it became 
clear that choosing a juiy in 
the closely watched terror case 
would not be a quick or simple 
process. 

U.S. District Judge George 
O’Toole Jr. told the first 400 
people called for juiy duty that 
choosing a panel of 12 jurors 
and six alternates for the highly 
anticipated trial was expected 
to take at least three weeks. 

He told the potential jurors 
not to think of the trial as “an 
annoying burden,” but as a 


needed service and an “import¬ 
ant duty of citizenship.” 

Tsarnaev is accused of plan¬ 
ning and carrying out the twin 
bombings that killed three 
people and wounded more 
than 260 others near the mara¬ 


thon’s finish line on April 15, 
2013. Prosecutors say Tsarnaev 
and his brother, now dead, also 
killed an MIT police officer sev¬ 
eral days after the bombings. 

The prosecution and Tsar- 
naev’s lawyers have begun the 


process of hying to find fair and 
impartial jurors. Jurors must 
also be willing, if Tsarnaev is 
convicted, to consider impos¬ 
ing the death penalty in a state 
that abolished its own death 
penalty three decades ago. Tsar¬ 
naev is being tried under the 
federal death penalty. 

Defence lawyers have asked 
repeatedly that the trial be 
moved from Boston, where the 
bombings had a deep emotion¬ 
al impact. O’Toole has refused 
so far. 

Prosecutors say Tsarnaev 
and his brother, Tamerlan Tsar¬ 
naev — ethnic Chechens who 
had lived in the United States 
for about a decade — carried 
out the bombings in retaliation 
for U.S. wars in Muslim coun¬ 
tries. Tamerlan, 26, died in a 
gunfight with police days after 
ffie bombings. 

The defence is expected to 
argue that Dzhokhar had a dif¬ 
ficult childhood and fell under 
the influence of his older broth¬ 
er.

International CES. 

Internet-only television 
aimed at cord-cutters; 
curved TV sets, super¬ 
sharp display among 
hot trends at tech show 


One of the biggest changes in 
television this year will be an 
increase in channels available 
online, with no separate cable 
or satellite subscription. 

At the International CES 
gadget show in Las Vegas, 
Dish Network unveiled an 
Internet-only subscription of¬ 
fering in the U.S., while Sony 
Corp. also has an Internet 
television service, PlayStation 
Vue, expected to debut by the 
end of March. 

Now that 4I< — also known 
as Ultra HD — TV sets have 
dropped in price, TV makers 
are looking for ways to make 
their sets stand out. 4K offers 
four times the sharpness of 
today’s high-definition video. 


Sharp is turning to an en¬ 
gineering trick to make its 
high-end 4I< set look even 
sharper. While TVs typically 
show colours by mixing red, 
green and blue subpixels, 
Sharp’s top-of-the-line model 
will add yellow as a fourth 
subpixel to improve colours. 

Sony is also introducing 
new 4I< television models this 
year, and at a news event, the 
company promised to create 
more 4I< content to watch on 
those sets. 

Samsung is offering a pre¬ 
mium line with better bright¬ 
ness and richer colours, not 
just increased sharpness. 
It uses a technology called 
quantum dot — essentially a 
layer of materials that allows 
for purer colours and a wider 
colour range. It will be called 
SUHD and cost more than 
regular 4I< sets. Samsung is 
also pushing curved TVs, in¬ 
cluding one high-end model 
with a flat screen that can 
bend, or curve, to offer a more 
immersive experience.

ALL THE CONTENT, NONE OF THE GUILT 


Metro's Matt LaForge doesn't feel bad about all the unblocking he's done on Netflix, but he wouldn't be able to explain why nearly as well without all the contraband he's watched

I have a confession that I’m almost excited to 
make, such is my lack of remorse over it: For 
more than three years now, I’ve been living in 
Canada but regularly watching what we up here 
call “American Netflix.” I’m an inveterate un¬ 
blocker. And, as Butch Coolidge said to Esmeral¬ 
da Villalobos in Pulp Fiction, which I fondly re¬ 
member streaming via American Netflix, I don’t 
feel the least bit bad about it. 

There’s no way to know exactly how many 
unbloclcers this country harbours, but surveys 
suggest that the number is high. No surprise 
there: Unblocking is tempting (Parks and Re¬ 
creation, It’s Always Sunny in Philadelphia and 
the ESPN 30 for 30 documentary series vs. Mr. D) 
and it’s easy (if you can use Google, you can do it). 
And, most important, until earlier this week, 
unblocking was improbably, spine-tinglingly 
consequence-free, like wearing a great-fitting 


pair of pants borrowed from a friend who has 
long since forgotten he ever owned them. 

But the party may be ending. Last weekend, a 
couple of websites reported that Netflix had 
begun cracking down on unblockers. Then, on 
Monday, Netflix issued a statement that, in ef¬ 
fect said, “We’re not OK with unblocking, we 
never have been OK with unblocking, and we 
have a prerogative deriving from our obligations 
to the companies we license our content from to 
make sure that streamers are streaming from 
where they’re supposed to be streaming from.” 

Well, OK then. 

Look, I wasn’t born yesterday. I know when 
it’s time to return the pants. So, in light of Net- 
flix’s tough talk, I’m hereby cooling it on the un¬ 
blocking until all this blows over. But do I feel 
bad about the unblocking I’ve already done? In 
the words of Long Dulc Dong (Sixteen Candles, 
another illicit stream I lookback on with tender 
affection), “No way, Jose!” 

The main reason I feel this way is that Netflix 
got its money. Unblocking isn’t file-sharing, 


which I might as well admit I’ve also done an in¬ 
ordinate amount of. When you download a mov¬ 
ie torrent, the movie’s copyright holder gets 
nothing. But when someone in Canada unblocks 
American Netflix, the Canadian copyright hold¬ 
ers with whom Netflix has licensing agree¬ 
ments still get their pre-negotiated pieces of 
your $8 a month. The arrangement is not what 
any of the parties to the licensing deals had in 
mind, but, take it from me, it’s relatively easy on 
the conscience. 

The other reason is that Netflix sends mixed 
messages. We’re talking about a company that 
has since Day 1 of my subscription been willing 
to let me share my login and password with my 
parents, my girlfriend, her parents, my sister, a 
few of my more trifling cousins, a couple of guys 
I at one time owed money to, and basically who¬ 
ever else has troubled themselves over the past 
three years to so much as ask. 

This is not to mention all the friends, rela¬ 
tives and acquaintances with whom the afore¬ 
mentioned are sharing my login and password, 


or to mention however many other of their re¬ 
spective friends, relatives, and acquaintances 
are cutting in on the action, and on and on and 
on, such that as we speak my sign-in credentials 
are spreading at the speed of shamelessness to 
every corner of an infinitely ramifying Brady 
Bunch-intro-style matrix of moochery. 

The company that stood idly by when my dad 
called my sister one cold December night and 
said, “Get the hell off Netflix—your mother and I 
want to watch Wallander ” when it could have in¬ 
sisted on making him pay his own $8 a month is 
now, all of a sudden, going by the book? You can’t 
be serious. When anything-goes cool parents get 
a call from the truant officer and decide on a 
dime to become disciplinarians, they face what’s 
called a credibility problem.

Book of Negroes brings female-led epic to life 



Television. Star reflects 
on authenticity, slavery 
in new miniseries 




Aunjanue Ellis aged decades 
within hours, experienced 
years of love and despair with¬ 
in months — and took each 
day as if it were “a gift.” 

Ellis stars as Aminata Dial- 
lo in The Book of Negroes, a 
six-part miniseries based on 
Lawrence Hill’s award-win¬ 
ning Canadian novel of the 
same name. Aminata is forced 
into slavery as a child and 
taken from West Africa during 
the 18th centuiy to work on a 
plantation in the Deep South 
before going to Nova Scotia as 
one of the black Loyalists post- 
American Revolution, eventu¬ 
ally finding her way home. 

“When epic stories are 
told like this, it’s usually from 
the male perspective, a male 
hero,” Ellis said in a June inter¬ 
view from Mississippi. “Just 
the novelty of (this) was excit¬ 
ing to me, and the fact that 


her stoiy spanned so many 
decades.” 

Ellis said she hadn’t heard 
about the book before read¬ 
ing the script, but loves 
being involved with novel 
adaptations because there’s 
so much source material on 
a character. 


Aminata wants to be a 
storyteller and goes through 
her life with grace, empathy, 
and a detachment that allows 
her to observe the people 
around her, which Ellis said 
she found “incredibly aspira- 
tional.” 

“I was thinking in my own 


private time, ‘What would 
Aminata do in this situation?”’ 
Ellis said with a soft laugh. “To 
me, she was veiy real.” 

She had to have both a 
sense of growth and regres¬ 
sion to play Aminata from her 
20s to 50s, sometimes within 
a day, Ellis said, but she took it

one day at a time rather than 
trying to portray an entire life 
in a three-month shoot. 

“(It) was just me living as 
much as I could in the experi¬ 
ence,” Ellis said. “It was just a 
gift for me and for eveiybody.” 

By filming in searing heat 
in South Africa and freezing 
temperatures in Canada, Ellis 
said she’s proud the series fol¬ 
lows Aminata’s footsteps — 
even though being attacked 
by mysterious bugs while 
running through the jungle 
wasn’t exactly comfortable. 

But director Clement Virgo 
wasn’t interested in “com¬ 
fort,” Ellis said, adding the 
cast agreed it was important 
to be as authentic to the re¬ 
alities of slaveiy, including 
whippings and rape. 

Ellis said when you put 
comfort ahead of what the 
character was experiencing, 
“you sacrifice all of that,” so 
it was important to have ac¬ 


tors who were respectful even 
though it felt like “jumping 
off a building.” 

“We were there to catch 
each other,” Ellis said. “That 
made the rape scenes and the 
really hard, brutal, brutal stuff 
... less traumatic.” 

Ellis said she hopes the 
stoiy brings about an inter¬ 
national conversation about 
how Aminata was placed 
in that situation, and how 
women and children are still 
experiencing violence, as with 
the kidnapping of Nigerian 
school girls in April. 

“We sort of ... dismiss it 
and go towards issues we 
think are more fundamental 
and that’s unacceptable,” Ellis 
said. 

Lyriq Bent, who plays 
Aminata’s love Chekura, said 
there is much black histoiy 
Canadians aren’t even aware 
of, but this stoiy helps shed 
light on the thousands of 
people who fled to Nova Sco¬ 
tia from the U.S. before mov¬ 
ing inland, recorded in The 
Book of Negroes as those who 
had helped the British. 

“We need to understand 
our histoiy so we can better 
our future,” he said.

The Bahamas is made up of 
700 islands, including cays and 
islets, amidst the world’s third- 
largest barrier reef and some 
of the clearest water on the 
planet, with visibility up to 30 
metres. 

It’s a paradise for sun, sand 
and surf, but for those who 
haven’t been to Nassau — the 
capital and historic heart of 
the Bahamas, located on New 
Providence Island — there is 
now more reason to leave the 
resort and experience some Ba¬ 
hamian culture. 

Nassau’s ideal location — 
its main harbour is protected 
by Paradise Island, which 
has been developed as a play¬ 
ground for tourists with re¬ 
sorts, nightclubs and a 
casino — made it at¬ 


tractive to pirates back in the 
day. 

Indeed, the British Colonial 
Hilton is built on the site of Old 
Fort Nassau, former residence 
of legendaiy pirate Blaclcbeard. 
Eventually, in 1718, British 
colonialists figured out 
how to navigate 
the waters

and kicked the pirates out. 

“Nassau is one of the oldest 
cities in the Western Hemi¬ 
sphere, almost 600 years old,” 
said Ambrose Morris, com¬ 
munications manager with 
the Bahamas Tourist Office for 
Canada. 

As a result, the city has a 
colonial charm, with several 
historic sites that are worth 
a visit, including Gam- 
bier, Adelaide and Fox 
Hill (three historic villa¬ 
ges settled by liberated 


slaves in the 1800s). 

While there is plenty of his¬ 
tory here, Nassau is also trans¬ 
forming itself by investing in 
the revitalization of Bay Street, 
its downtown core, and offer¬ 
ing year-round cultural events 
and festivals. 

The Baha Mar is the Carib¬ 
bean’s largest resort project, 
slated to open this spring with 
4,000 rooms across five brand¬ 
ed resorts along Cable Beach 
— a three-kilometre stretch of 
powdeiy white sand bordered 


by swaying palm trees. But this 
project is also taking a sustain¬ 
able approach: The installation 
of coral “antlers” along the 
shoreline promotes the growth 
of marine life and will eventu¬ 
ally be covered by a living reef. 

While in the Bahamas, 
“you’ve got to have the conch,” 
Morris said. 

Fresh conch is served up 
in fritters, deep-fried (cracked) 
and in salad (raw, like ceviche). 
Combine that with a local Kalilc 
beer for a true taste of the Ba- 


Junkanoo is an overnight 
street parade, ordinarily 
held Boxing Day and New 
Year’s Day from 2 a.m. to 
noon. In May, Nassau will 
host the Junkanoo Carnival, 
which is loosely modelled 
after Mardis Gras. Junkanoo 
troupes (from 500 to 1,000 
members) in extravagant 
costumes wind their way 
through the streets of down¬ 
town Nassau to the hypnotic 
rhythms of goat-skin drums, 
brass horns and cowbells. 


hamas. For the best conch, 
Morris recommends heading 
over to Arawalc Cay, named 
after the original West Indian 
inhabitants of the islands. 
Here, visitors can partake in 
the weekly fish fry, which of¬ 
fers up island cooking and 
local entertainment (this is 
where the locals go to eat fresh 
seafood). 

“If you hop in a cab and say 
‘fish fry,’ they know where to 
take you,” Morris said.

No single loss, no matter 
how embarrassing, tipped 
the scales. Some of the worst 
hockey actually came in vic¬ 
tories, and the ugly trend was 
impossible to ignore. 

Midway through a sea¬ 
son of inconsistent play, the 
Toronto Maple Leafs fired 
Randy Carlyle, the old-school 
coach whose attempts to 
change his own style, and his 


team’s, came to an abrupt 
end. Losers of seven of nine, 
the Leafs still find themselves 
in a playoff spot, something 
that underscores just how un¬ 
even they’ve been through 40 
games. 

“It’s been too much of a 
roller-coaster,” general man¬ 
ager Dave Nonis said Tuesday. 
“It’s not about one game or 
one stretch. We felt that we 
had to make that change to¬ 
day because of the direction 
this team is trending, that we 
need to move forward and try 
to get our team back to where 
it was when we were winning 
those games and do it on a 
consistent basis.” 


Ultim¬ 
ately, in¬ 
consistency 
doomed Car¬ 
lyle, a Stan¬ 
ley Cup-win¬ 
ning coach 
for the Ana¬ 
heim Ducks 
in 2007 who 
led the Leafs 
to the playoffs in the lockout- 
shortened 2013 season, their 
only trip to the post-season in 
the past 10 years. 

This year, Toronto en¬ 
dured back-to-back blowout 
losses to the Buffalo Sabres 
and Nashville Predators and 
flipped the switch to go 10-1- 


1 in its next 12 games. 

Even in some of the 
wins, Carlyle knew the way 
his team was performing 
wouldn’t hold up. The Leafs 
are 21-16-3 with 45 points, 
but haven’t looked like any¬ 
thing more than borderline 
playoff contenders. 

Toronto’s first-year assist¬ 
ant coaches Peter Horachelc 
and Steve Spott will be be¬ 
hind the bench for Wednes¬ 
day night’s game against the 
Washington Capitals. Hor- 
achelc ran the first practice of 
the post-Carlyle era, but the 
team has not given him or 
Spott an official title.

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New Hall-of-Famers 
make hardball history

Randy Johnson, Pedro Mar¬ 
tinez and John Smoltz, a trio 
of star pitchers who dominat¬ 
ed in an era of offence, were 
elected to baseball’s Hall of 
Fame on Tuesday along with 
Craig Biggio, the first time 
since 1955 writers selected 
four players in one year. 

The Big Unit, Martinez 
and Smoltz easily earned 
induction on their first 
tries, and Biggio made it on 
the third attempt after fall¬ 
ing two votes shy last year. 
Steroids-tainted stars Roger 
Clemens, Barry Bonds, Mark 
McGwire and Sammy Sosa 
remained far from election. 


Johnson, a five-time Cy 
Young Award winner with 
303 victories and 4,875 strike¬ 
outs, was selected on 534 of 
549 ballots by veteran mem¬ 
bers of the Baseball Writers’ 
Association of America. The 
left-hander’s 97.3 percentage 
was the eighth-highest in the 
history of voting. 

“I don’t think people 
quite understand how diffi¬ 
cult it is to be six-foot-10 and 
be throwing a ball 60 feet, 
six inches away,” Johnson 
said. “In order to do that, you 


have to be consistent with 
your release point and where 
you’re landing and your arm 
slot and all that. For some¬ 
one six-one, six-two, there’s 
less body to keep under con¬ 
trol, so it’s a lot easier.” 

Martinez, a three-time Cy 
Young winner with flamboy¬ 
ance to go along with his 
fastball, appeared on 500 
ballots (91.1 per cent). Mar¬ 
tinez was 219-100, struck out 
3,154, led the major leagues 
in ERA five times and in 2004 
helped the Boston Red Sox to 


their first World Series title 
in 86 years. 

Smoltz was picked on 
455 ballots (82.9 per cent) 
and will join former Atlanta 
teammates Greg Maddux 
and Tom Glavine, who were 
inducted last summer along 
with Chicago White Sox slug¬ 
ger Frank Thomas. Smoltz, 
the 1996 NL Cy Young win¬ 
ner, was 213-155 with 154 
saves, the only pitcher with 
200 wins and 150 saves. He 
went 15-4 in the post-season. 

Biggio appeared on 454 
ballots, 42 more than the 75 
per cent needed and up from 
68.2 per cent in his first ap¬ 
pearance and 74.8 per cent 
last year. 

A catcher who shifted 
to second base and spent 
three seasons in the out¬ 
field, he had 3,060 hits and 
668 doubles in 20 big league 
seasons, all with the Houston

NFL. Prosecutors cite O.J. 
in ex-Patriots’ murder trial 


Jurors will get to see Aaron 
Hernandez’s trophy case when 
they visit his home during the 
former New England Patriots 
star’s murder trial, a judge 
ruled Tuesday. 

Assistant District Attorney 
William McCauley had sought 
to have the case hidden, say¬ 
ing the defence wanted “to get 
the benefit of having the juiy 
be impressed by trophies or 
medals.” 

Prosecutors also cited the 
O.J. Simpson murder trial in 
arguing that they wanted to 
avoid what they called “stra¬ 
tegic manipulation” of the 
home. In the Simpson case, 
photographs and pictures were 
placed in the home to portray 
the defendant as a family man, 
and a Bible was placed on a 
table to play to jurors’ religious 
sympathies, prosecutors said 
in a court filing. 

Hernandez’s lawyer, James 
Sultan, argued that the house 
should be shown to the jurors 
exactly the way it was at the 
time of Odin Lloyd’s death. 

“The fact the Mr. Hernan¬ 
dez played for the Patriots, 
that’s in the case,” Sultan said. 
“The trial is about the truth. 
This is the truth of his house.” 

Fall River Superior Court 
Justice Susan Garsh agreed 
with the defence, saying the 



trophy case would remain 
uncovered. 

Juiy selection is set to begin 
Friday for Hernandez, who has 
pleaded not guilty to killing 
Lloyd, a semiprofessional foot¬ 
ball player. Hernandez was a 
tight end for the Patriots with 
a $40 million contract when 
prosecutors say he killed Lloyd 
in an industrial park near his 
North Attleborough home in 
June 2013. Lloyd, 27, was dat¬ 
ing the sister of Hernandez’s 
fiancee, Shayanna Jenkins. 

Hernandez also has pleaded 
not guilty in the fatal shootings 
of two men in 2012 after an en¬ 
counter at a Boston nightclub. 
That case has not yet gone to

Galette and his cousin, 
Terrance Banks of Newark, 
N.J., were arrested Monday 
after a 22-year-old woman 
alleged the men assaulted 
her during an argument at 
Galette’s home in the New 
Orleans suburb of Kenner. 

Attorney Ralph Whalen 
said Tuesday four wit¬ 
nesses, including Galette’s 
girlfriend, and a video re¬ 
cording all corroborate the 
player’s version of events. 

Galette’s first court ap¬ 
pearance is tentatively set 
for Feb. 26 in Kenner city 
court. 

On Monday, the alleged 
victim told police an argu¬ 
ment began when Galette 
asked her to leave and 
refused to provide cab fare. 
She told authorities that 
Galette shoved her, and Gal¬ 
ette and Banks pinned her 
down, making it difficult 
for her to breathe.

Volvo has long provided a 
strong Swedish alternative in 
a luxury market dominated 
by German brands. 

So Volvo fans have been 
holding their breath ever 
since Chinese automaker 
Geely purchased the brand 
from Ford in 2010. Would 
Volvo continue to be Swedish 
-centric? 

Well, so far, so good. Most 
aspects of Volvo’s engineer¬ 
ing and design continue to 
originate from Sweden, and 
Geely has demonstrated it is 


willing and able to invest in 
future Volvo products. 

The transformed S60 is 
one of the first Volvos to fea¬ 
ture the new Drive E line of 
fuel-efficient yet powerful, 
direct-injection four-cylinder 
engines, all with an auto¬ 
matic start/stop function. 
With various levels of turbo 
and supercharging, and a fu¬ 
ture hybrid-electric option, 
these engines will eventually 
power all Volvos. 

The S60 line starts at the 
T5 ($39,595), with a 2.0-litre 
turbo Drive E engine with 240 
hp. Our tester was an upscale 
T6, which packs a 2.0-litre 
engine with both turbochar¬ 
ging and supercharging to 
produce 302 hp. The theoiy 
is to use supercharging for 
power at low revs and turbo¬ 
charging at high revs, and 
it works just as advertised. I 
couldn’t detect any handover 
issues, just lots of grunt all 
the time. 


Although the engine is 
lusty, it remains civilized and 
quiet — unless you really 
push the pedal to unleash its 
mean side. It is a charismatic 
motor, which is a good thing, 
because the S60’s handling is 
less so. 

The S60 remains a nice, 
smooth ride, although its 


front-wheel-drive architec¬ 
ture is not really in the same 
league as the rear-wheel de¬ 
signs from Germany. 

The interior, however, 
is gorgeous. Rendered with 
characteristic Scandinavian 
restraint, it is both function¬ 
al and elegant.

When experts talk about sus¬ 
tainable transportation and 
solving traffic woes, most 
of them concentrate on per¬ 
sonal cars and public transit. 
But there’s another piece of 
the puzzle that needs to be 
addressed: last-mile logistics. 

That’s the name given to 
the final delivery of goods as 
they’re shipped from ware¬ 
houses to stores, restaurants, 
businesses or private homes. 
About 20 per cent of all city 
traffic is related to last-mile 
delivery, so optimizing it 
could reduce the number of 
trucks on our streets and the 
corresponding traffic conges¬ 
tion, as well as cut down sig¬ 
nificantly on emissions and 
air pollution. 

“The right vehicles need 
to be used for each type of 
(cargo) movement, so cus¬ 
tomers can select the most 
convenient commercial 
vehicles in each situation,” 
says Yoshihide Maeda, senior 
managing director for truck 
manufacturer Hino Motors. 
“When you’re talking about 
the future, you cannot avoid 
the issues of energy and the 
environment.” 

Currently, the general 
business model is to store 
items in warehouses until a 
customer orders them, and 
then load them onto a truck 
for delivery. 

Although the first miles 
of delivery, from the factory 
to the warehouse, are fairly 
efficient (with ships, trains 
and tractor-trailers usually 
filled completely on each 
trip), last-mile deliveries are 
often made using large or 
medium-sized trucks loaded 
to only a fraction of their 
capacity. 

One solution, Maeda says, 
is for fleets to include a var¬ 
iety of vehicles and use the 
appropriate one for each 
task. 

“Conventionally, diesel 
has been used for everything, 
but there may be better 
choices for other distances,” 
he says. “Electric vehicles 
and plug-in hybrids are con¬ 
venient for high-frequency. 


Optimized options

small-item delivery in cities. 
Then you would use hybrid 
vehicles or (hydrogen) fuel 
cells for medium distances, 
and diesel will continue for 
long distance.” 

Although vehicles play a 
major role in the issue, ex¬ 
perts agree that infrastruc¬ 
ture needs to change as 
well. Last-mile deliveries can 
bottleneck when retailers 
don’t have sufficient load¬ 
ing docks or storage space, 
so wholesalers have to keep 
sending partially loaded 
trucks. 

Other potential solutions 
include manufacturers pool¬ 
ing their warehousing and 
deliveries to retailers; set¬ 
ting up “package stations” 
where retailers or consum¬ 
ers can pick up their prod¬ 
ucts; designing stores to be 
better equipped for efficient 
last-mile delivery; and trucks 
with modular loading for im¬ 
proved capacity. 

Of course, there will be 
challenges, and planners 
will have to solve such issues 
as the costs of retrofitting 
existing fleets and stores, as 
well as convincing competi¬ 
tors to work together on 
shared resources.

VW adds hydrogen fuel cell to Golf’s list of drive options 

With the introduction of its hydrogen-fuel-cell Sportwagen HyMotion Concept, 
Volkswagen’s Golf becomes the first car to entertain all drive types that are currently 
available. The front-wheel-drive HyMotion Concept accelerates to 100 km/h in 10 
seconds. With hydrogen stored in four high-tech carbon-fibre tanks (located in a space¬ 
saving way in the underbody), the car has a driving range of 515 kilometres. Refuelling 
takes just three minutes. An onboard lithium-ion batteiy stores the kinetic energy 
recovered from regenerative braking, assists in the starting phase of the fuel cell and 
adds a dynamic boost to the car’s maximum acceleration. All that’s needed now is a 
hydrogen-fuel infrastructure to support it.

Blu-ray discs could have solar-cell uses 

Blu-ray discs outperform DVDs as storage media, in 
light of their high capacity, high definition and higher 
transfer rates, notes the emerging technology magazine 
Gizmag. They also have the ability to greatly improve 
the efficiency of solar cells, when their etched informa¬ 
tion patterns are repurposed for use as light concen¬ 
trators. A research team at Northwestern University 
in Illinois has discovered that the scattering effect on 
light shone through the arrangement of data etched 
on a Blu-ray disc improves energy absorption across 
the spectrum of light used by solar cells — by as much 
as 22 per cent. Applications of Blu-ray solar cells could 
one day range from automotive to domestic and even 
industrial uses.

Vehicle-to-grid technology is 
seen by some as a way to smooth demand for grid electricity by using electric cars as mobile 
energy reserves, while possibly offering owners small payments from utilities for the 
service. A fleet of test cars at the University of Delaware now sells power back to the grid, 
reports the Wall Street Journal, and stores excess energy for utilities when it isn’t needed.

Audi’s flagship sedan, the A8, will soon be available with a new e-tron hybrid drivetrain, 
using a 3.0-litre V6 diesel engine. The new model follows the smaller A3 e-tron Sportbaclc, 
which uses a 1.4-litre engine paired to an electric motor, according to the Auto Express 
website. The new setup will be used to power Audi’s larger models and will be rolled out 
across the large-vehicle lineup after the A8. Audi said the new system would have 368 
horsepower and an all-electric range of 50 kilometres.
